He told his British au¬ 
diences that If they would give Caaada 
the necessary encouragement "*hey 
could bet" that plenty of wheat would 
be grown In the Por.itnlrn to supplv 
the needs of the United Kingdom 3'het 
encouragement advfipei! Was the levying 
of a tariff tax on wheat, presumably to 
In crease the i»rlce for the Canadian 
producer. But Mr. Barnard immedi¬ 
ately offsets this hy stating that the In- 
areas* In production would lower the 
price," so that the wheat in England 
"would not coat a penny more " 

How would Mr. Barnard's doctrine 
autt the wheat groweip of the Canadian 
West? In what way would Canada 
profit under the system which would 
reduce the price of her products so 
that a Tariff Reform government In 
the United Kingdom would benefit by 
an Impost? Does Mr. Rpraard propose 
to compel the wheat growers of Canada 
to pay the cost of aa imperial prefer¬ 
ential scheme such as he says "would 
work out so that the people In Great 
Britain would get all the wheat they 
need without paying a penay more?"
